THE LABOR QUESTION. 


The communism manifested in the recent 


gatherings in N«w York and Chicago is not 
to be passed over as temporary discontenl 
•ugendered by Ihe panic and Ihe discharges 
which followed il. This social disease is nol 
aeute but chrouio. Tho discontent of the 
working men aiay^iavo been irritated into ac- 
tivity by recent ovents, but it eiistedbefore;— 
it hu existed for centuries. It is writtou 
ia blood iu the histories of Franco and Spain. 
It has disturbed England and Ireland, and 
•ven the United States, which was to be the 
paradisa of workingmen, proves to be any- 
thing but a Utopia. 


ICeu who work liard for a poor substance, 


who toil with the sword of discharge ever 
hanging over their heads by a single hair 
and the fall of which is neither understood 
nor forvseeu, can not be convinced by fine 
words that ths social system is rightly 
founded. No amount of free soup or un- 
answerable arguments wilt ruako a poor 
man an optimist so long as the fluctuations 
of tho market which throw him out of work 
and oblige his family to freeze aud starve 
still permit his late employer to livo iu 
laxury and gralify his artificial appetite 
with theutrnost prodigality. 


The remedy is not to be fouud in logisln- 


tir« restrictions of tho hours of labor or 
enactments concerning wages. Nature, cus- 
tom and tha market must settle theso mat- 
ters. But the remedy for all Iho troubles 
growing out of the labor question is cooper- 
ation. Workingmeu musl uuilo and carry 
ou their trades, or they musl be admitted 
by tho capitalists into Irade parluerships. 
It may make but a trifling difference tQ 'tilo 
workman wholhor ho draw day v/a?'ds or n 
porconlago, but it will make a (rl0nt differ- 
ence in the feelings withwhi'Jn \6 regards 
his work, his omployoran^ society iu gene- 
ral .whether ho is merjVy „ r^y [nborcr or n 
partner. 


In business partnerships, of couroe, Iho 


employes must elect a represontalive who 
will associate with the, firm and havo access 
to the books of the establishment. The mon 
will find that th»k interests accord wilh Iheir 
employes': they will fool an interest in the 
success o£ tha concern: they will got some 
idea of why wages aro raised and lowered. 
Strikes era obviated: faithfulness and indtis- 
try encouraged and the present tendency, to 
business, to enrich Iho wealthy aud to rob 
ths poor, will be checked.

VERS AXD SPFICHES. 
The inspection of the Nepwort Artillery 


occurred last night at their armory. The 
members of the organization wero promptly 
on hand aud there wero scarcely any vacan- 
cies in the raulcs. 
Tlie battalion mustered 


seventy seven rifles besides eleven field, 
line cud staff officers. 
The men presented 


a very fine appearance with their uniforms 
carefully brushed, the buttons gleaming 
like gold and the arms and equipments all 
in tbe most perfect order. 


The lino was formed at seven o'clock and 


Col. Powel drilled his command iu the man- 
ual of arms aud battalion tactics for about 
two hours before Quarter Master General 
Flagg arrived. 
Gen. Flagg made a careful 


inspection of the »rms and equipments after 
which Col. Powel put the men through soin« 
more uuuuaUTers for ths entertainment of 
the guests. All tho commands were execut- 
ed with a promptness anil a precision that 
would do credit to soldiers of the regular 
army. 


After the formalities of theinspoction and. 


review were over Gen. Flagg addressed Col 
Powel and his command. He said it afford- 
ed him the greatest pleasure to be present itj 
that time. The arms and equipments of the 
men were in a most creditable condition and 
their discipline was admirable. If time al- 
1 owed he would like to give a history of the 
Ehode Island militia for the last live years. 
But it must suffice to say that it has vastly 
improved in tbat time. Its officers aro bet- 
ter, its men are b«tter, it i» better disci- 
plined,—the property committed to its charg* 
is better kept. Fire years ago almost all tbe 
uniforms belonged to tha state. 
Now, in 


utarly all cases, each organization owna its 
own uniforms. The cr«dit of thii change 
was not due to the quartermaster general, 
but to tbe officers and men of the militia. 
It was du« to Col. Powel as much-as to any 
one man. It was be who proposed the sys- 
tem of inspections, and it was he who showed 
in his own command what might b« done. 
The general closed by saying that he hoped 
the Newport Artillery would retain Col. Pow- 
•1 in command until ho should bo nominated 
for the governorship or the lieutenant gov- 
ernorship. 


Gin. Flagg then called on U. GOT. Y»n 


Zandt for somo remarks. The lieutenant 
governor began by making somo felicitous al- 
lusions to tho bygone days and to his boyish 
admiration of the Artillery. He referred to 
tho long history of thi company, its contri- 
butions to tho F rench Tvr.r, the revolution 
and tho latter warn. 
Ho spoke uiora at 


Ungth of the services it rendered in th« 
Dorr rebellion and in the late unpleasant- 
ness. He paid ttu eloquent tribute to tho 
•worth of the officers and ineu who hod b«en 
aud aro now connected with tho company and 
closed by assuring Col. Powel that it would 
be no promotion for the coinmrmdor of thi 
Mewport Artillery to bo mada lieutenant 
governor of the stats. 


Gen. Flagg then invited Gen. Chasn to 


Hpeak. 
Tho commander of the 
second 


brigade congratulated Col. Powol on the 
sdmirnblo condition of his command. 
Tho 


reputation of tbe Newport Artillery hnd 
b«ea extended all over the state and ho 
found that the half had not hesn told him. 
He hoped the compuny would not loss tht 
services of its commander. 


Col. Powel said he was no orator, but he 


•wished to thank the speakers for their kind 
•words,and,if half that hud been said to him 


:and 
his men were true, they hnd indeed 


Reserved praise. 


Gen. 
Flagg responded that uo officer, 


especially wheE on duty, would dare to say 
•what he did not believe. All that hnd been 
:«aid about tho Newport Artillery was true. 
Its reputation was established in every part 
of the state. 


After somo farther formalities tho ranks 


wore broken and tho inspection was over. 


Gen. Flagg was attended by Captain Wil- 


lardof tho Providence Armory.Othsr military 
guests were Br.g. Gen. Burdiok and staff in 
full uniform ttnd Brig. Gen. Chase. Among 
other visitors waro Lieut. GOT. Van Zandt, 
Mr. Henry Bull, Jr., of th« city govern- 
ment, Captain Cotton of the coist survey, 
:end Coi. Smm, formerly commander of the 
.Artillery.

The Board of State Valuation havo com- 
etcd their labors and pursuant to Chapter 
95 of the Public Laws, passed at tho Janu- 
ry Session, 1873, they hnve submitted their 
port to the General Treasurer, by whom it 
ill doubtless be presented to you. By their 
sport it appears that tho total valuation of 
he several cities nnd towns is $828,580,!>r.9, 
zi real estate, $24S,U68,1!>0, and personal 
stato, $84,872,36!). 


INSTITUTIONS JTOH SAVINGS. 


There can be no doubt thnt the origiunl elo- 
gn of institutions of this character was to 
I'ovido for peoploof small moans nnd limited 
usiuess experience, a safo and convenient 
aethod of investment, aud thus eucounige 
abits of frugality nud economy. The pri- 


mary consideration was security. AVhilethe 
ustico and propriety of retnruiug as largo 
_ivideuds as could be declared consistently 


ith a due regard for the safety of nil cou- 
erncd was fully recognized-, it was not con- 
emplnted that the rnte of interest to be do- 
ved should ben governing inducement with 
epositors. It whs considered thnt those 
ho were disposed to look for the highest 
iturns for their investments, and willing to 
ucur the conaoquent risk, would continue 
o resort to less conservative organizations. 
J3W great has been the departure from tho 
emontaiy and sound principles which onco 
revnilod, you are nil aware. It is not too 
uuch to say that the origiual order of things 
as been, though not universally, too geuer- 
ly subverted. Mnnnging officials of suv- 
igs institutions, losing sight of the true 
icory on -which tho system is based, iudif- 
rout to that more exalted nnd permanent 
nputatiou -which results from prudent nnd 
onsorvativo management, possibly ^auibi- 
oua to be regarded as sharp aud brilliant fi- 
anciers, have entered into an active, not to 
l say nuseomly, competition for deposits, 
.isks havo been taken in order to sustain nb- 
ormal dividends; nud usages nud restric- 
ous which experience has shown to bo uec- 
ssary nud wholesome, havo bequ exchanged 
>r dangerous innovations. 
Having taken pains to confer with tho 


eprefieutntivos of many of the savings bnula;, 
have been surprised nt tho nccord of seuti- 
lent on those points. Not less has it been 
surprise to me to find n general uunmiuiity 
f desire thnt the General Assembly should 
v npproprinte legislation, compel an immo- 
late and substantial reform iu theso matters, 
t has been suggested thnt n maximum rate 
: interest on deposits should bo established 
y law. It is the coucurrout testimony of 
1 whom I have consulted that seven per 
eut. per auuum is ns largo a dividend as can 
o declared by savings bnuks consistently 
ith reasonable safety. 
Managers of banks 


.hich have been conspicuous for dividends 
t higher rates havo notouly freely admitted 
lis, but hnve urged thu enactment of a 
:atute prohibiting tho payment of more 
inn seven per cent, per annum on depos- 


Thore has been some complaint of an in- 


ormal character, in regard to the custom of 
ecoiviug Inrgo deposits from corporntious 
ud others. And it hns been suggested that 
10 nniount which could bo received by any 
>ank from oue depositor should bo limited 
y general law. Eestrictions of this kind 
xist in other states and are generally np- 
jroved. 


I learn also that iu some other states there 
re provisions qunlifyiug the inoilo of iu- 
efitiug tho deposits which operate satisfnc- 
orily nud beneficently. Tho policy which 
irevnils with some of our bnuks of sending 
uuds into remote btntes for the purposo of 
obtaining n higher rate of interest is dis- 
ouragetl iu most communities, and in .some, 
absolutely prohibited.—There can scarcely 
10 a question thnt the sending nway of cap- 
tfil which is required hero for the ninintoii- 
mco nud success of the various establish- 
nouts in which it has been earned, will sooner 
ir later bavo a disastrous effect. 
I have 


ueeu informed that in another state, this 
irflctice has already worked such au amount 
if evil, by paralysing various forms of in- 
dustry, ns to cause very general nlnrm nud 
somplnint.

COLLECTION OF DEBTS. 


The hasty repeal of tha bankrupt law by 


me branch of Congress, should admonish us 
jf the necessity of on inquiry into tho char- 
acter of our laws for the collection of debts. 
The principles of the common law tolerating 
iraferoncoa ur.dor assignments nnd givint 
vo attaching creditors liens, according to tho 
order of attachment, though gouornlly fall- 
ng into disfavor and disuse, nro recogni/.ot 
n our statutes. They nre in contravention 
of the bankrupt law, aud nro held in nbey 
auco by it. 
Our merchants havo now bo 


come accustomed to tho national system o 
insolvency, aud tho whole fabric of credit is 
based upon it. Should tho bankrupt law re 
"lain iu force, thero would Jjo no specin 
nCCBSsity for any revision of our collcctioi 
laws; but inasmuch as tho possibility of it) 
repeal must always exist, it sosms to mo nd 


isnblo to bring our local statutes into near 


cr conformity with tho principles of tin 
gfiuornl law. It is now so generally rucog 
niz«d that tin assets of tho insolvent shoult 
become, upon the occurrence of insolvency 
primarily the property of tho crcdUors, (o In 
dininialcrnd for the oqunl bonodtof all, tha 
iw would desire a return to our oxceptionn 


nyntem. .It has boon claimed that, undo 
laws which nccord n prior claim to prio 
atl»»hm«nls, grontor vigilance is oiorcisci 
by creditors. This is, perhaps, true; bu 
•iporionco hns tinfortiiuatoly prorod Urn 
tins -rigllnnco has beon generally cxnrcisoi 
to the detriment of competing creditors 
rathor tlifiu /or tlio general good. Blinrp an 
merciless oredltorH imvo often encourage 
an injudicious 6it*m*iiou of InifiinoHs on th 
purl of their debtors, '.rimliug that thei 
miperior »enlones» or llielr muni jtitlnmt 
relntionK would oimblo thoiti to step iu at th 
right moment Mid Hocurn by first attachment 
perhaps upou goods bought of otliorii, au 
yot unpaid for, tho whole amount of Hie

Other states havo rnndo 
bond expenditures in this direction, and 


is believed that to attract such pupils as 
ill make desirable teachers, aud to retain

instructors,

IIASTI LEGISLATION. 


Tho evils of hasty legislation hnve become 


so apparent of late that, with due deference, 
: beg your attention to thorn. They nro 
specially manifested in tho nets which lire 
jassed at the May session, and in the various 
icU of appropriation. Familiarity with the 
various departments of the state govern- 
ment will convince any one thnt too much 
egislation results from a feeling of coin- 
ilnisance on the part of members, or from 
in indisposition to thoroughly examine a 
subject. It can hardly be expected, I sup- 
pose, that a membar will scrutinize every 
application for an appropriation of tuo;state s 
money as closely as he would if it were a 
natter of business in which ho was directly 
nterested, nnd yet the obligation of cnreful- 
jcss nnd watchfulness is really more binding 
ipon him. I nin convinced that tho expeud- 
tures of this state nre unnecessarily large, 
md I am equally certain that it is in conso 
quonco of a want of vigilance on the part of 
.ho legislature, that they are so. As far ns I 
.inve hnd occnsion to observe, the officials of 
.he stnto nro disposed to keep within the 
regular appropriations, and regard with dis- 
'avor the appeals to tho General Assembly 
'or extra payments. 1 apprehend that if 
,hey w«ro habitually consulted by tho Gen- 
eral Assembly in regard to the claims for np- 
iropriations, tho amount allowed would bo 
ess. I hove learned of very largo suuifi 
which have been allowed without calling for 
nformation upon any one iu tho department 
specially interested. After carefully exarn- 
ning the list of regular appropriations, lam 
compelled to say that I see no opportunity 
"or retrenchment therein. Neither do I see 
any good reasons for increasing aay of theso 
mounts. 


CONCLUSION. 


I had intended to speak more fully upon 


.he subject of education, and also to refer to 
nilitnry nud othor matters. But the sudden 
uterruptioii of my work by ill health, eom- 
iclled ma to bring my message to an abrupt 
•onclusion. As the same cause prevented 
he caroful revision which I had intended to 
>ivo it, I nm constrained to nsk your indul- 
gence for its imperfections. I congratulate 
rou upon tho harmonious working of tho 
vnrious State Departments, aud cordially 
welcome you to the discharge of your hono- 
able and important duties.

FLOWEB8 IN THE HOUSE. 


House plants properly nurtured are great 


sources of interest, comfort, and pleasure: 
aud there is no reason why all persona should 
not succeed in Ihoir cultivation, who will 
take a little pains with them. 


Plenty of sunlight is tho first, requisite. 


Unless you have a window with an eastern, 
southern, or western exposure, your plants 
will uot be healthy. 
And when placed iu a 


good light, they musl be frequently turned, 
ao that all aides may roceite it equally. 
Flower stands should always be on wheels, 
so thut the plants may b« turned to the sun- 
light without tho trouble of lifting each pot 
separately. The temperature of the room 
should be nne by day 
and -10° by 


uight. 
Host of the thin., weak-looking 


plants wosee »ro injured by extreme hent. or 
the transition from heat during the clay to 
extreme cold at llight; or else tliey are 
deluged with water. Most parlor gardeners 
aeem to have au unlimited amount of faith 
iri hydropathy. If u plant droops, wilts, 
has insects, or doos not grow rapidly, they 
flood it with cold water. Or those who are 
nioro reasonably as to the supply of water, 
often allow it to stand in tho saucers under 
the pots, which causes mold on the plant, 
and makes the roots weak and imhealtliy. 
Water should only be applied when the 
earth presents an appearance of dryuoss, 
and then very spMingly. It should never 
be used fresh from the pump. Haiuwaler 
is the best; but well water heated to (iO e 
or warmed with hot water, is quite suitable. 
Watering of plants must bo done only on 
sunny days, and in the morning. Injuries 
lo plants are often oaused by insects also, 
but these can always be easily removed by 
washing the plants carefully with n sponge 
or syringe, or by plaoing them under a glftss 
and smoking out tho insects by burning to- 
bnoco. This last is infallible. 
Kerosene 


should tisvor be used: 
it is fata! to plants.

OAPT, SIJRMONT OP "THE 
VILLE DU- 


HAVBE." 


In 1870 we crossed the Atlalltio in "The 


Villa da Paris," under tho command of 
Oapt. Surmont, who was alao the captain of 
"Tho Ville du Ham" when she was lost. 
There was not more than one pleasant day 
during the royage; and most of the Urns 
from Sandy Hook to Brest the ship was 
shrouded in a donno fog. 
Dny after day, 


and night after night, ths hoarse fog whistle 
aouudod, but the steamer went on her way 
at full speed. We met a gentleman with 
whom we had once before crossed the Allan- 
tie. Ho spoke of thoporilof our situation 
ono evening when we were off tho Grand 
Banks in the heavy fog. 
"We rash ahead. 


and the next instant we may all go 
to the bottom," he said. We added, that in 
case of collision, it would be safer for our 
ship than if she stopped or ''slowed down." 
This is tho general opinion. 


During tho passage we saw Cnpt. 8ur- 


mout in the cabin but once. Then he sat 
at tho dinner table for a fow moments. t We 
never fan- him "flirting with the Indies," as 
we havo other captain*; but day or night he 
was on tho bridge. Wo often walked for- 
ward on the hurricane-dock in tho evening, 
aud always saw tho stalwart captain nt the 
extreme weather end of the bridge, looking 
out into the solid mass of fog. 
Other pas- 


sengers who visited the dock at all hours of 
the night declared that he was always in the 
same position. Ho was very quiet and "gen- 
tlemanly; but ho was the most devoted 
to his duty of all captains with whom we 
over sailed. W* used to wonder if ho ever 
slept at all. Our room-mats was somewhat 
troubled with mat if. ma-, and spent a por- 
tion of bis nights on deck. Ho used to couio 
into our room at allhours of the night, with 
the remark, "Tho old captain is still on the 
bridge."—[William T. Adams, in Oliver Op- 
fcio'fl Magazine.
